The  increase  will  not  immediately 
affect  student  rents,  which  include 
utilities  bills,  because  “we’re  locked  into 
contracts,”  said  Morrey.  Rents  will 
probably  go  up  spring  term  because  of 
the  rising  cost  of  all  utilities,  he  said. 

“We  could  probably  legally  make  an 
increase,  but  the  rate  increase  isn’t 
significant  enough  to  warrant  it,”  he  said. 

Apartments  reply 

Jack  Larsen,  manager  of  Cedarcrest 
apartments,  said  rents  at  Cedarcrest  will 
go  up  next  fall  as  a  result  of  an  80  per 
cent  increase  in  all  utilities  in  the  last  few 
months.  He  did  not  know  how  much  they 
would  be  raised,  however. 

Peggy  Hayden,  who  runs  Meadows 
Apartments,  said,  “We  are  increasing  our 
rent  because  of  an  increase  in  utilities  and 
fuel  combined.” 

Some  apartments,  such  as  Riviera,  were 
planning  increased  rent  next  fall  before 
the  rate  hike,  while  other  complexes, 
such  as  Sparks  II,  will  not  be  hiking  rent 
at  all. 

No  spokesman  was  available  to 
comment  on  the  effect  of  the  rate  hike 
on  BYU. 

Power  sources 

Provo  currently  buys  all  its  power  from 
the  Bureau  of  Reclamation.  Ronald  L. 
Dean,  utilities  superintendent,  said  Provo 
will  reach  the  maximum  amount  it  can 
buy  from  the  bureau  in  the  next  two 
years. 

At  that  time,  the  city  will  begin  to  use 
its  generating  plant.  When  the  plant’s 
capacity  is  reached,  power  will  be 
purchased  from  Utah  Power  and  Light. 


BYU  tuition  to  increase 
beginning  fall  semester 


Increases  in  tuition  ranging 
from  $20  to  $150  were 
announced  Wednesday  by 
BYU,  effective  next  fall 
semester. 

Dr.  Robert  K.  Thomas, 
academic  vice  president,  said 
the  fees  for  members  of  the 
LDS  Church  will  be  raised 
from  $340  to  $360  a 
semester  for  undergraduate 
students;  from  $360  to  $400 
for  graduate  students  and 
undergraduates  with 
advanced  standing;  from 
$420  to  $470  for  the 
Graduate  School  of 
Management;  and  from  $550 
to  $650  for  the  J.  Reuben 
Clark  Law  School. 

For  nonmembers  of  the 
church,  tuition  will  rise  from 
$510  to  $540  for 
undergraduates;  from  $540  to 
$600  for  graduate  students 
and  undergraduates  with 
advanced  standing;  from 
$630  to  $705  for  the 
Graduate  School  of 
Management;  and  from  $825 
to  $975  for  the  J.  Reuben 
Clark  Law  School. 


Explaining  the  fee 
differential  between  church 
members  and  nonmenbers, 
Dr.  Thomas  said  that 
approximately  70  percent  of 
the  cost  of  operating  the 
university  is  paid  from  the 
tithes  of  the  LDS  Church, 
and  that  tithe-paying  member 
students  and  their  families 
already  have  made  a 
substantial  contribution 
which  the  nonmembers  have 
not  made.  He  described  the 
practice  as  similar  in  principle 
to  that  of  state  universities 
which  charge  higher  tuition 
to  non-residents. 

Dr.  Thomas  said  the  reason 
for  the  higher  tuition  rates  is 
the  general  increase  in  the 
cost  of  operating  the 
university. 

“All  our  costs  have  gone  up 
dramatically,”  he  said.  “Coal 
has  tripled,,  utilities,  paper, 
all  the  services  have  gone  up.” 

Dr.  Thomas  added  that  the 
university  administration 
wants  to  avoid  having  the 
LDS  Church  pay  an 
increasing  percentage  of 


BYU’s  costs. 

“We  want  to  keep  it  at  a 
70-30  percentage,”  he 
explained. 

“This  (The  tuition  increase) 
does  not  put  us  ahead,”  Dr. 
Thomas  said.  “In  fact,  it 
'doesn’t  even  catch  us  up 
completely.  This  is  the  only 
way  we  can  absorb  the  extra 
costs.” 

New  tuition  rates  for  fall 
represent  the  third  increase  in 
three  years.  The  last  tuition 
hike  was  announced  on  Jan. 
20,  1  975  and  became 

effective  last  fall  when 
undergraduate  rates  went 
from  $320  to  $340. 

Tuition  for  the  Master  of 
Business  Administration, 
Master  of  Public 
Administration  and  Master  of 
Accountancy  Program  went 
from  $400  to  $425  and  law 
school  tuition  went  from 
$525  to  $550  in  the  increase 
last  fall.

The  deadline  for  submitting  fall 
semester  1976  scholarship 
applications  to  the  Financial  Aids 
Office  is  Jan.  31. 

Students  turning  in  spring 
scholarship  applications  by  Jan.  31 
will  receive  early  notification  of 
the  scholarship  committee’s 
decision,  said  Boyd  Worthington, 
director  of  financial  aids. 
Applications  should  be  handed  in 
to  A-41  ASB. 


Remember  deadline 


Unless  students  turn  in  fall 
applications  by  the  deadline,  there 
is  no  guarantee  they  will  be 
considered  for  a  scholarship,  even 
though  they  may  be  qualified,  said 
Worthington. 

“Every  year,  we  have  students 
trickle  in  around  February  or 
March  asking  about  scholarships,” 


he  continued. 

“Students  with  above  a  3.6 
grade  point  average  ought  to  apply 
even  though  they  may  not  be 
successful,  Worthington  added. 

According  to  Worthington,  the 
spring  applications  are  due  March 
1,  but  if  they  are  submitted  by 
Jan.  31,  the  committee  will  be 
able  to  review  them  and  notify 
students  of  their  results  earlier. 

Spring  and  summer  scholarships 
may  be  applied  for  jointly  or 
separately.  The  deadlines  are '  March 
1  for  spring  and  May  15  for 
summer,  Worthington  said. 

Notification  of  applications 
returned  after  Jan.  31  will  be 
made  sometime  during  March.  The 
results  may  or  may  not  be  sent  to 
students  before  March  15,  the 
spring  class  request  deadline. 
Worthington  said  it  would  be  to 
the  student’s  advantage  to  submit 


his  application  early. 

Half-tuition  and  waivers 


The  most  common  scholarship 
awarded  to  continuing  students 
for  fall  or  winter  semesters  is  the 
half-tuition  waiver,  he  said. 
However,  stipends  of  $100  will  be 
given  for  spring  and  summer  term 
each.  Worthington  explained  that 
if  a  student  stays  for  both  terms 
after  receiving  a  scholarship,  he 
will  have  $200  of  his  tuition 
waived,  compared  to  the  $170 
normally  waived  during  fall  and 
winter  semesters. 

Two  types  of  awards  are 
available  to  continuing  students, 
academic  and  special.  The 
academic  scholarship  is  based  on 
the  student’s  grade-point  average 
through  fall  semester  1975.  These 
are  awarded  on  the  basis  of 


competition,  which  varies  from 
year  to  year,  said  Worthington. 

Information  about  the  special 
scholarships  and  awards  may  be 
obtained  from  the  “Financial 
Aids”  pamphlet  available  in 
college  advisement  centers  and  the 
scholarship  office.  These  awards 
are  given  by  individual  people  or 
groups  and  requirements  vary  for 
each,  he  said.

Financial  aid 


If  students  wish  financial  need 
to  be  considered,  they  must 
submit  the  Family  Financial 
Statement  to  the  American 
College  Testing  Program,  which 
will  forward  the  results  to  BYU, 
Worthington  said.  This  process 
takes  about  three  weeks.

Russians  spend  huge  sum  in  Angola 


WASHINGTON  -  Secretary  of  State  Henry  A.  Kissinger 
said  today  the  Soviet  Union  has  sent  some  $200  million 
worth  of  military  equipment  in  the  last  nine  months  to  the 
faction  it  supports  in  the  Angolan  civil  war. 

Kissinger  told  a  news  conference  that  the  sum  exceeds  the 
total  amount  of  arms  sent  by  outside  forces  in  the  past  year 
to  all  the  countries  of  sub-saharan  Africa  combined. 

President  Ford  plans  to  ask  Congress  next  week  to  permit 
continued  U.S.  aid  to  anti-Soviet  forces  in  Angola. 


Malaysian  prime  minister  succumbs 


LONDON  -  Tun  Abdul  Razak,  53,  prime  minister  of 
Malaysia  and  known  to  his  people  as  the  “father  of 
development,”  died  today  in  a  London  clinic,  the  Malaysian 
high  commission  here  said. 

Acting  Prime  Minister  Husein  Onn,  Razak’s  brother-in-law, 
was  named  by  government  officials  as  his  probable  successor. 


IRS  procedure  ruled  illegal 


WASHINGTON  -  A  procedure  used  by  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service  last  year  in  efforts  to  collect  $7.9  million  in 
income  taxes,  mostly  from  suspected  drug  peddlers,  is  no 
longer  legal. 

The  Supreme  Court  ruled  5  to  3  Tuesday  that  the  IRS 
must  send  a  notice  of  deficiency  when  it  attempts  to  collect 
income  taxes  before  the  end  of  the  year.  If  it  fails  to  send 
such  a  notice,  the  court  said,  the  taxpayer  may  sue  to 
prevent  collection.

unsettled  at  this  point. 

“There  has  been  no 
discussion  with  the  Soviets' 
except  they  have  assured  us 
they  are  about  to  modify 
their  last  proposal,”  he  said. 
Again,  Kissinger  declared: 
“We  do  not  know  the  details 
of  the  Soviet  proposal.”

Agriculture

effect  Feb.  23  after  Supreme 
Court  Justice  Harry  A. 
Blackmun  last  Friday  denied 
a  further  bid  to  halt  the  new 
definitions.  Initially  planned 
for  adoption  last  April  14, 
the  grade  changes  have  been 
delayed  by  months  of  court 
challenges  from  consumer 
groups  and  others. 

The  three  top  grades  of 


beef  commonly  seen  in  retail 
stores  are  prime,  choice  and 
good,  in  their  order  of 
tenderness  and  juiciness.  A 
prime  steak  has  more 
marbline  -  flecks  of  fat  - 
than  choice  or  good. 

Under  the  new  rules, 
standards  for  prime  and 
choice  will  be  widened  and 
those  for  good  narrowed,  so 


more  beef  can  qualify  as  top 
grade. 

Although  the  use  of  federal 
beef  grading  by  meat  packers 
and  retail  stores  is  voluntary, 
it  is  common  in  the  industry. 

Historically,  the  tenderest 
and  most  expensive  cuts  of 
beef  are  prime  and  come 
from  cattle  which  have  been 
pampered  and  fed  grain 
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during  much  of  their  lives, 
particularly  in  the  final  few 
months  before  slaughter. 

But  grain  prices  have  risen 
so  much  in  recent  years  that 
cattle  feeding  has  been  on  the 
decline  and  many  farmers  and 
feed-lot  operators,  until 
recently,  say  they  have  lost 
money  on  their  operations. 

-  By  enlarging  the  prime  and 
choice  categories,  producers 
will  be  able  to  feed  less  grain 
to  animals  and  still  have  them 
qualify  for  the  more 
expensive  grades. 

Among  the  opponents  of 
the  new  grading  plan  is  the 
Consumer  Federation  of 
America,  which  contends 
shoppers  will  be  charged 
higher  prices  for  meat  that  is 
lower  in  quality.  A  Consumer 
Federation  spokesman  said, 
“Consumers  will  wind  up 
paying  choice  prices  for  good 
beef.” 

But  the  Agriculture 
Department  says  its  new  rules 
will  not  create  any  detectable 
change  in  the  taste  of  beef  at 
any  particular  grade. 

Some  meat  packers  also 
oppose  the  changes, 
contending  the  new 
guidelines  will  cause 
production  slowdowns,  lead 
to  mandatory  grading  and 
result  in  added  transportation 
costs.  The  packers  contend 
the  added  costs  will  have  to 
be  passed  on  to  consumers. 

Agriculture  Department 
officials  say  the  new  system 
“should  lead  to  a  reduction  in 
the  amount  of  excess  fat  on 
beef  cattle  by  providing  a 
more  direct  means  to 
encourage  the  production  of 
meat-type  cattle.” 

The  department  says  the 
changes  “will  result  in  slightly 
leaner  beef  qualifying  for 
U.S.  prime  and  choice’by 
reducing  the  amount  of 
marbling  now  required  in 
those.

Garn  calls 
for  Ritter 
removal

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
The  new  boy  on  the  bench, 
his  bow  tie  slightly  askew 
under  the  black  robe,  walked 
last  into  the  courtroom  as 
befits  tradition. 

He  moved  to  the  far  end  of 
the  bench  and  remained 
standing  for  the  time-honored 
cry: 

“Hear  ye!  Hear  ye!  Hear 
ye!  All  persons  having 


business  before  the 
honorable,  the  Supreme 
Gourt  of  the  United  States, 
are  admonished  to  draw  near 
and  give  their  attention,  for 
the  court  is  now  sitting.  God 
save  the  United  States  and 
this  honorable  court.” 

With  a  grin  at  his  wife, 
John  Paul  Stevens  took  his 
seat  and  for  the  first  time  in 
public  helped  conduct  the 
business  of  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court  as  an 
associate  justice.

The  swearing-in  ceremony, 
with  President  'Ford  in 
attendance,  had  been  almost 
a  month  earlier. 

Stevens  was  a  judge  of  the 
7th  U.S.  Circuit  Court  of 
Appeals  in  Chicago  for  five 
years  before  Ford  nominated 
him  to  succeed  Justice 
William  O.  Douglas,  who 
retired. 

Last  Friday,  Stevens  took 
part  in  making  more  than  200 
routine  decisions  that  are  part 
of  the  life  of  a  Supreme 
Court  justice. 

But  Monday  was  his  first 
session  in  the  court  chamber. 
His  wife  was  there  to  lend 
support.  Seated  next  to  her 
was  the  wife  of  the  chief 
justice  —  to  lend  her  support. 

The  first  case  up  for 
argument  involved  the 
government’s  power  to 
subpoena  bank  accounts.  It 
had  its  genesis  in  a  warehouse 
fire  where  firemen  came  upon 
a  7,500  gallon  still  and  1975 
gallons  of  whisky. 

Even  though  it  was  his  first 
day,  Stevens  didn’t  hesitate 
to  ask  questions.  He  sat  much 
of. the  time,  chin  in  hand, 
following  the  argument. 

In  the  second  case  before 
the  court-involving  the  rights 
of  aliens  to  hold  civil  service 
jobs-Stevens  made  an 
unjustice-like  statement :  “I’m 
not  sure  I  understand  the 
answer,”  he  told  one  of  the 
lawyers.

I  think 
ought  to  be  removed  from 
office.” 

Ritter,  76,  appointed  by 
Democratic  President 
Truman,  said  he  would  riot 
respond  to  criticism. 

The  Utah  State  Bar 
convention  voted  down 
during  the  weekend  a 
resolution  to  support 
impeachment  proceedings 
against  Ritter. 

A  resolution  against  Ritter 
was  passed  by  the  state  bar  in 
1973,  but  the  bar’s  governing 
commission  nullified  the 
measure. 

Gam  has  introduced  a  bill 
to  remove  the  grandfather 
clause  that  allows  Ritter  to 
remain  a  chief  judge  beyond 
the  age  of  70. 

Garn  said  he  expects 
hearings  on  the  bill  in 
February  or  March  and  said 
he  thiriks  it  has  a  good  chance 
of  passage.

It  spoke  highly  of  chip 
seals,  which  have  caused 
outcry  by  some  motorists 
whose  windshields  and 
headlights  were  broken  by 
the  chips. 

The  evaluation  was  made 
by  highway  experts  from 
Oregon,  South  Dakota, 
Texas,  Nevada,  Virginia, 
Idaho  and  BYU.  Gov.  Calvin 
L.  Rampton  set  up  the  study 
after  a  documentary  by 
newsman  Lynn  Packer  of 
KSL-TV  in  Salt  Lake  City. 
Both  State  Transportation 
Director  Blaine  Kay  and 
Packer  praised  the  report. 

While  some  motorists  claim 
Utah  has  a  disproportionate 
number  of  chuckholes,  state 
highway  officials  say  Utah 
has  more  thaw-freeze  cycles 
than  any  other  state,  hence 
the  greatest  problem  of 
broken  roads. 

The  KSL  documentary 
contained  criticism  of 
highway  construction, 
centering  on  use  of  high 
paraffin  asphalt  oil  from  Salt 
Lake  refineries. 

Highway  officials 
countered  that  it  had  never 
been  proven  the 'high  paraffin 
mix  was  to  blame  for  poor 
highways,  but  said  the  state 
was  switching  to  more 
outside  asphalt  oil  with  less 
paraffin. 

In  a  memorandum  to 
Rampton  on  the  report,  Kay 


said  the  team  recommended 
the  present  level  of  asphalt 
cement  be  maintained  or 
improved.  The  memorandum 
was  released  Tuesday. 

Kay  said  the  team’s 
findings  supported 
department  practice  in  recent 
years,  in  specifying  a  softer 
asphalt  grade  and  higher 
asphalt  content. 

The  asphalt  used  by  Utah 
and  other  states  during  the 
1960s  generally  was  harder, 
causing  higher  stability  and 
stiffness,  Kay  said. 

“This  high  stability  mix 
does  have  a  greater  tendency 
to  crack  under  thermal 
conditions,”  he  said. 

Kay  said  softer  grades 
hopefully  •  will  result  in  a 
better  balance  between 
stability  and  durability.  The 
report  recommended  moving 
even  further  toward  softer 
asphalts,  he  said. 

The  report  said  many 
aggregates  from  local  gravel 
deposits  contained  excessive 
amounts  of  fine  gravel,  which 
the  research  team  said  could 
contribute  to  excessive 
stiffness. 

Kay  said  the  Department  of 
Transportation  in  the  past 
year  recognized  the  need  to 
reduce  aggregate  fineness,  but 
he  said  to  comply  with  the 
committee’s  suggestions,  a 
further  reduction  would  be 
necessary. 


Cydamate 
on  way  to 
approval? 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  A 
government-appointed  panel 
concluded  Tuesday  that  there 
is  no  evidence  that  the 
artificial  sweetener  cyclamate 
causes  cancer  in  animals,  but 
the  scientists  stopped  shorf  of 
giving  the  sugar  substitute  a 
totally  clean  bill  of  health. 

Climaxing  an  intensive 
six-month  review,  the  final 
report  from  the  six  scientists 
will  be  submitted  within  the 
next  two  to  three  weeks  to 
the  director  of  the  National 
Cancer  Institute. 

From  there,  it  will  be 
transmitted  to  the  Food  and 
Drug  Administration,  which 
must  decide  whether  to  lift 
the  ban  clamped  on 
cyclamate  in  1969  when  a 
question  of  whether  it  causes 
cancer  was  raised. 

Abbott  Laboratories,  which 
had  asked  for  permission  to 
resume  marketing  cyclamate, 
said  the  panel’s  conclusion 
had  removed  the  last 
roadblock  and  that  there  was 
no  longer  any  reason  for  the 
FDA  to  withhold  approval. 

The  six  scientists  from 
some  of  the  nation’s  largest 
universities  .  said  that,  while 
20  animal  feeding  studies 
conducted  around  the  world 
had  failed  to  establish  the 
cancer-causing'  property  of 
cyclamate,  no  conclusion 
could  be  reached  on  the 
sweetner’s  potential 
carcinogenicity  in  humans.

Professional  people  know 
those  facts,  he  says,  one 
reason  certain  beauty  tools 
are  labeled  “for  professional 
use  only.”  Testa  and  the 
school’s  artistic  director, 
Anthony  De  Sando,  are 
consultants  to  Conair,  a  hair 
products  line,  and  the  two 
have  designed  many  tools 
used  in  the  trade. 

‘‘If  tools  are  not 
understood,  they  can  damage 
the  hair.  For  example,  the 
flow  of  air  from  a  dryer  must 
be  the  same  direction  as  the 
brush  being  used.  Then,  too, 
hair  should  not  be  blown  dry 
every  day  as  you  are  likely  to 
do  at  home.  Occasionally  it 
should  be  dried  naturally  and 
shaped  with  the  dryer  in  a 
few  places. 

“Most  women  use  a  curling 
iron  after  they  blow  their  hair 
dry  or  possibly  to  retouch  a 
style,  but  a  curling  iron 
should  never  be  used  on  wet 
hair.  For  home  use,  a 
teflon-coated  iron  can 
prevent  hair  sticking  and  it 
will  provide  insulation  so  it 
does  not  get  quite  so  hot  as 

Court  declines 
no-fault  case 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
The  Supreme  Court  today 
declined  to  hear  a  challenge 
to  the  constitutionality  of 
no-fault  automobile  insurance 
laws. 

The  co rut  dismissed  an 
appeal  from  a  decision  of  the 
Connecticut  Supreme  Court 
upholding  a  no-fault  law 
enacted  in  1972. 

No-fault  laws  have  also 
been  upheld  by  the  supreme 
courts  of  Florida,  Kansas, 
Massachusetts  and  New 
Hampshire  and  by  the  New 
York  Court  of  Appeals. 

About  half  the  states  have 
adopted  no-fault  laws,  in 
which  motorists  are  insured 
against  injury  or  other  loss 
without  regard  to  fault. 


the  professional  iron.  Other 
alternatives  might  be  the  mist 
or  steam-type  curling  irons 
which  can  help  put  moisture 
back  in  the  hair  as  you  curl 
it,”  he  advises. 

Hair  can  be  protected  by 
frequent  professional  haircuts 
to  snip  the  ends  of  the  hair 
which  receive  the  most 
damage.  Low-alkaline 
protein,  acid-balanced 
shampoos  can  help  condition 
hair,  but  the  hair-dresser 
should  be  consulted,  he 
contends. 

“Remember,  hairdressers 
want  customers  to  look  good 
all  the  time,  not  just  when 
they  leave  the  salon.  The 
hairdresser  is  happy  to 
recommend  products  that 
will  keep  her  a  walking 
advertisement  looking  good 
between  salon  visits.” 

It  is  a  mistake  to  force  hair 
into  a  style  different  from  the 
one  that  was  especially 
shaped  to  be  dried  with  a 
blower.  If  other  styles  are 
wanted,  the  hair  should  be 
cut  in  layers,  or  in  graduated 
lengths  from  front  to  back, 
he  suggests. 

“Shorter  hair'  styles  are 
very  much  in,”  Testa 
maintains,  predicting  they 
will  be  for  a  long  time.  He 
sees  the  maximum 
fashionable  length  as  “a  little 
above  shoulders,”  but  it 
could  go  from  chin  to 
shoulders. 

His  natural-motion  styles 
are  action  hairdos  that  can  be 
accomplished  a  number  of 
ways.  A  good  haircut  set  with 
rollers,  pins,  curling  irons  or 
whatever  can  accomplish  the 
motion  which  has  swing  in  its 
style  whether  it  is  short  and 
above  the  ears  or  longer. 


Warnings 
unheeded 
in  drug  use 


FREDERICK,  Md.  (AP)  - 
A  CIA  report  on  the 
LSD-triggered  suicide  of  a 
civilian  Army  scientist  in 
195  3  says  agents  ignored 
several  warnings  about  the 
hallucinogen  issued  prior  to 
the  mishap  and  continued 
d  rug  experiments  into  the 
early  1960’s. 

The  report  was  released 
Sunday  by  the  family  of 
Frank  A.  Olson,  who  jumped 
to  his  death  from  the  10th 
floor  of  a  New  York  hotel 
room  nine  days  after  he  was 
secretly  given  LSD  by  the 
CIA. 

Six  months  before  Olson’s 
death,  Richard  Helms,  then  a 
senior  CIA  official,  warned 
that  LSD  was  “dynamite” 
and  that  he  should  personally 
be  informed  before  it  was 
ever  used  by  agents, 
according  to  the  report. 
Helms  later  became  director 
of  the  CIA. 

However,  excerpts  from  the 
CIA’s  general  counsel  at  the 
time  of  Olson’s  death  show 
that  Helms  knew  nothing  of 
the  experiment  in  which 
three  agents  from  the 
technical  staff,  with  the 
approval  of  their  superiors, 
slipped  LSD  to  a  group  of 
seven  unwitting  Army 
researchers,  including  Olson, 
during  a  meeting  at  Ft. 
Dettrick,  Md. 

According  to  the  CIA 
records,  Olson  suffered  a 
complete  mental  breakdown 
nine  days  after  the  drug  was 
administered  to  him  and  he 
leaped  to  his  death. 

Allen  Dulles,  then  director 
of  the  CIA,  decided  not  to 
reprimand  the  agents  because 
the  action  could  affect  “the 
initiative  and  enthusiasm  so 
necessary  in  our  work,” 
according  to  the  documents. 

C  onsequently,  “Operation 
Artichoke,”  the  code  name 
for  the  LSD  experiments, 
continued  into  the  early 
1960’s  and  involved  giving 
hundreds  of  people  LSD 
without  their  knowledge. 


Freshmen  face  stiffer  English  exam

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - 
Salt  Lake  City  school 
children  are  to  face  stiffer 
English  requirements  in  what 
district  officials  call  an 
attempt  to  prepare  them  for 
“survival  in  society.” 

Ninth  graders  will  soon 
have  to  master  a  freshman 
English  competency  test  or 
continue  studying  basics  until 


they  do. 

Emphasis  in  the  tests  is  on 
“competency-based” 
instruction,  defined  by  school 
Supt.  M.  Donald  Thomas,  as 
instruction  that  “focuses  the 
teacher’s  attention  on  specific 
skills  children  should  learn.” 

Thomas  said  teachers  next 
year  will  develop  similar 
competency-based  instruction 


for  social  studies  classes  and 
the  year  following  for 
mathematics. 

He  said  students  will  be 
required  to  master  the  basic 
skills  before  they  can  advance 
to  more  pleasurable  electives 
in  each  field. 

Among  requirements  of 
students  in  the  English  field 
are  the  ability  to  read  a

stories,  highway  maps  and  a 
telephone  directory. 

Students  will  also  learn  to 
write  business  letters  and 
interpret  documents  they  are 
likely  to  use  later  in  life 
including  purchase  contracts 
and  loan  applications.

Full-time  missionaries  have  opened  a  new  area  of  the  Utah 
Salt  Lake  City  Mission  on  the  BYU  campus. 

On  Jan.  8,  Elders  Dan  Doerflein,  of  College  Park,  Md.,  and 
Phillip  McKay  of  Bay  City,  Tex.,  set  up  a  table  next  to  the 
ELWC  Reception  Center.  Elder  Doerflein  described  it  as  “the 
last  school,  the  last  major  town  to  receive  missionaries 
in  Utah.” 

There  are  already  full-time  missionaries  at  Utah  State 
University  and  the  University  of  Utah. 

Elder  McKay  said  he  feels  their  mission  “is  a  joint 
proselyting  program.”  The  goal  is  to  work  with  the  stake 
missionaries  of  the  12  BYU  stakes.  Elder  Doerflein  said  that 
when  the  elders  go  to  a  teaching  appointment,  “there  will  be 
a  stake  missionary  with  a  full-time  missionary.  We  are  not  a 
separate  entity,  but  work  jointly  with  the  stake 
missionaries.” 

Anyone  wishing  to  talk  to  them  may  see  them  at  their 
table  in  the  Wilkinson  Center,  or  at  home.  Call  277-6744,  or 
contact  them  at  1095  N.  900  East. 

Although  assigned  to  the  university,  Elder  Doerflein  said 
they  are  meeting  and  teaching  other  investigators.  In  the 
future  there  may  be  other  missionaries  added  to  the 
Provo-Orem  area.  The  two  here  are  currently  concentrating 
on  member  referrals  and  personal  requests,  averaging 
between  five  and  20  a  day.  Already  several  non-members 
have  approached  them  and  requested  baptism. 

“Members  are  helping  a  lot.  They  are  doing  all  the 
friendshipping  and  fellowshipping,”  Elder  McKay  said. 
Students  can  further  help  them  by  being  good  examples, 
suggested  Elder  Doerflein.  He  said  “I  want  to  talk  about  the 
cooperation  that  the  university  and  stake  missions  of  the 
university  are  giving  us.  We’ve  really  been  getting  a  lot  of 
support  and  cooperation.”

Students  want 
teachers  back 


PITTSBURGH  -  “Teachers 
are  not  supposed  to  want  so 
much  money,”  says 
fifth-grader  Wanda  Williams.

City  to  mull  bond 
on  Crestwood  job 


The  Provo  City  Commission  will  decide  today  whether  to 
accept  a  $12,000  bond  from  Crestwood  to  replace  a  $25,000 
cashier’s  check  the  city  now  holds. 

Commissioner  J.  Earl  Wignall  said  the  money  was  originally 
given  to  the  city  to  insure  that  all  improvements  included  in 
the  builder’s  contract  are  carried  out.  All  developers  are 
required  to  post  a  bond  or  check  of  some  sort  to  guarantee 
improvements  are  made  he  added. 


Cash  in 

If  the  developer  doesn’t  make  the  improvements,  the  city 
can  cash  the  check  or  foreclose  on  the  bond  to  get  money  for 
improvements.

Top  court  upholds 
ex- felon's  gun  rap 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
The  Supreme  Court  ruled 
today  it  is  against  federal  law 
for  an  ex-convict  to  buy  a  gun 
which  previously  has  been 
sold  across  state  lines,  even 
though  he  had  nothing  to  do 
with  the  earlier  transaction. 

By  a  six  to  two  vote,  the 
court  upheld  a  decision  of  the 
U.S.  Circuit  Court  in 
Cincinnati  which  affirmed  the 
conviction  of  Pearl  Barrett 
for  the  purchase  of  a  revolver 
at  a  Booneville,  Ky.,  store. 
Justice  John  Paul  Stevens  did 
not  participate  in  the  case. 

Barrett  was  arrested  for 
driving  while  intoxicated,  and 
a  loaded  revolver  was  found 


on  the  floorboard  of  his  car. 

He  was  convicted  under  the 
federal  Gun  Control  Att, 
which  makes  it  unlawful  for  a 
convicted  felon  “to  receive 
any  firearm  or  ammunition 
which  has  been  shipped  or 
'transported  in  interstate  or 
foreign  commerce.” 

The  circuit  court  rejected 
Barrett’s  argument  that  the 
law  did  not  apply  to  him 
because  he  did  not  directly 
receivp  the  gun  through 
interstate  channels. 

The  revolver  was 
manufactured  in 
Massachusetts  and  shipped  to 
Booneville  by  a  North 
Carolina  distributor.

It’s  not  too  late  to  make 
New  year’s  resolutions  - 
especially  resolutions  to  keep 
apartments  and  houses  secure 
from  possible  thefts. 

Provo  Police  Department 
Lt.  Bud  Gillman  said  even 
though  burglaries  have 
decreased  since  the  holiday 
season,  students  should 
always  take  every  possible 
measure  to  keep  their 
apartments  safe  from 
burglars. 

Lock  doors 

“Weekend  burglaries  still 
occur,  and  the  basic  reason  is 
just  the  age-old  question  of 
not  keeping  the  doors 
locked,”  Gillman  said.  “In  a 
roommate  situation,  one 
roommate  always  seems  to 
leave  the  door  unlocked  for 
the. other  roommate 
who  hasn’t  gotten  home  yet. 
This  provides  a  good 
opportunity  for  a  burglar  to 
easily  enter  the  apartment.” 

Gillman  said  most  of  these 
burglaries  are  committed  by 
the  “lower  level-type  thief 


“who  enters  easily  through  an 
open  window  or  unlocked 
door.  “These  thieves  are 
usually  after  money,  but  will 
take  any  valuables,”  he 
added. 

BYU  Security  Chief  Robert 
Kelshaw  said  measures  must 
be  taken  to  educate  people 
about  the  necessity  of. 
protecting  themselves  against 
possible  thefts.  “We  all  need 
reminders  in  this  area,”  said 
Kelshaw. 

Advice  given 

Off-campus  landlords  and 
managers  also  said  students 
need  to  take  more 
precautionary  measures  in 
securing  their  apartments. 

Earl  Hawkins,  manager  of 
Queen’s  Arms  and  Elite 
apartments,  said,  “We  always 
tell  our  tenants  to  lock  then- 
doors  and  windows  before 
leaving  their  apartments. 
Some  heed  the  warning,  but 
most  of  them  could  be  more 
careful.” 

Porter  Hill  Apartment 
manager  Craig  Thomas  said 
he  advises  tenants  always  to 
keep  their  apartment  keys 
with  them.  “Many  of  our  girls 


are  heeding  that  advise,  too, 
Thomas  said. 

One  landlord,  who  asked  to 
remain  anonymous,  said, 
“BYU  students  should  be 
more  responsible.  We  end  up 
teaching  them  safety 
measures  that  should  be 
taught  to  them  before  they 
come  to  school,” 

Chief  Kelshaw  said,  “Both 
the  Provo  Police  Department 
and  BYU  Security  work 
together  in  investigating  these 
crimes.  However,  students 
living  in  campus  housing 
should  contact  BYU  Security, 
while  off-campus  students 
Should  l  notify  the  Provo 
Police  Department.”  The

In  explaining  his  resignation, 
Dunlop  said  Wednesday  he 
had  lost  the  “sense  of  trust, 
confidence  and  respect” 
essential  between  government 
and  organized  labor. 

Knowledgeable  White 
House  aides  described  Usery, 
director  of  the  Federal 
Mediation  Service  and 
President  Ford’s  chief  trouble 
shooter  in  labor-management 
disputes,  as  a  natural 
replacement. 

Usery,  52,  widely  respected 
by  both  labor  and 
management,  was  passed  over 
for  the  Labor  Department  job 
last  March  when  Dunlop  was 
named  to  succeed  Peter  J. 
Brennan. 

With  Dunlop  leaving,  the 
administration  is  counting  on 
Usery’s  mediating  expertise 
to  maintain  industrial  peace 
in  this  election  year.  Major 
contracts  affecting  4.5 
million  workers  are  up  for 
renegotiation,  and  a  rash  of 
strikes  and  inflationary 
settlements  could  abort  the 
economic  recovery  and 
damage  Ford  politically.

OSU  moves  up ,  UCLA  down

The  Hoosiers  of  Indiana, 
wihners  of  12  straight 
basketball  games  this  season, 
have  strengthened  their  hold 
on  the  No.  1  spot  in  The 
Associated  Press  poll  while 
Oregon  State  -  on  the  basis 
of  a  stunning  upset  of  UCLA 
—  has  made  its  first 
appearnace. . 

Defending  national! 
champion  UCLA,  meanwhile, 
tumbled  from  third  to  eighth. 

Indiana  polled  57  of  58 
first-place  votes  and  1,158  of 
a  possible  1,160  points  in 
balloting  by  a  national  panel 
of  sports  writers  and 
broadcasters. 

No.  2  Maryland,  11-1,  got 
877  points,  and  Marquette 
jumped  from  fourth  to  third  • 
with  843  points.  The 
Warriors,  9-1,  were  followed 
by  unbeaten  Nevada-Las 
Vegas,  16-0,  which  collected 
the  other  first-place  vote  and 
726  points  in  climbing  one 
place. 


Wake  Forest,  11-1,  which 
handed  Maryland  its  first 
defeat  of  the  season  last 
week,  moved  from  seventh  to 
fifth  with  665  points. 

Undefeated  Washington, 
13-0,  climbed  from  eighth  to 
sixth  with  645  points,  and 
North  Carolina,  10-1,  fell  one 
place  to  seventh  with  585 
points. 

UCLA,  a  one-point  winner 
over  unranked  Oregon  and 
then  a  17-point  loser  to 
previously  unrated  Oregon 
State  last  week,  slipped  five 
places.  The  Bruins,  11-2, 
earned  433  points.  At  the 
same  time,  Oregon  State 
debuted  at  the  No.  7  spot. 

No.  9  Tennessee,  1 1-1,  with 
395  points,  and  No.  10 
Rutgers,  unbeaten  in  11 
games,  with  393  points, 
rounded  out  the  Top  Ten. 

The  Crimson  Tide  of 
Alabama,  10-1,  was  11th, 
followed  by  St.  John’s,  North 
Carolina  State,  Cincinnati, 
Notre  Dame,  Michigan, 
Oregon  State,  Centenary, 


West  Texas'  State  and 
Missouri. 

Centenary,  West  Texas 
State  and  Missouri  also  were 
new  to  the  poll  this  week, 
replacing  Louisville, 
Minnesota,  Southern 
California  and  San  Francisco. 

Indiana  solidified  its 
position  as  the  nation’s  top 
team  by  upending  Big  Ten 
rivals  Northwestern  78-61 
and  Michigan  80-74  last 
week. 

Maryland  beat  George 
Washington  82-72  before 
bowing  to  Wake  Forest96-93. 
Marquette  played  only  once, 
downjng  Oklahoma  City 
,7 1-60. 

Nevada-Las  Vegas  rolled 
over  Northbridge  State 
111-75,  edged  Seattle  90-89, 
and  downed  Iowa  State 
88-82.  Wake  Forest  suffered 
its  first  loss,  dropping  a  63-5  8 1 
decision  to  Virginia  before 
stopping  Maryland.

This  year,  the  Pittsburgh 
equipment  man  is  out  to 
insure  the  Steeiers  don’t  skid 
in  defense  of  their  title. 

“I’ll  be  taking  about  150 
pairs  down  to  Miami,  and 
each  player  will  wear  what 
feels  best  for  him,”  Parisi  said 
from  a  wooden  swivel  chair  in 
his  storage-office  area 
adjoining  the  Steeiers’  locker 
room.
